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ASBESTOS 
Methods of Milling 


By Water A. RuKeyser, B. Se. E. M., Mining ENGINEER 
AND GEOLOGIST 


The third article written by Mr. RuKeyser on Past and 
Present Methods of Mining and Milling Asbestos. This com- 
pletes the series—-The Editor. 

It has been stated in the foregoing that the peculiar 
physical properties of the asbestiform minerals have con- 
trolled the milling of the rock. The problem, in brief, con- 
sists in extracting as much fibre with as great a length as 
possible. Due to the great difference in market price be- 
tween the better mill grades and the poorer,—the question 
of per cent extraction must be balanced with the one of 
grading. The mutter resolves itself into crushing the 
rock as finely as possible,—this to liberate the asbestos,— 
but at the same time to do so in such manner as to ‘‘open’”’ 
but not break the fibre. 

In general, the milling processes which have been 
evolved attempt to take off the fibre from the rock as early 
as possible during the treatment, since the rock is to be 
further and again crushed. With the same principle in 
view the later types of machines have been developed with 
every attempt made to spare the fibre from rough treat- 
ment, yet, at the same time sufficiently breaking the rock 
which encloses it. 

Broadly speaking the processes of milling asbestos 
rock consist in: primary, coarse-crushing; drying; re- 
crushing in stages ; followed by successive screenings during 
which a suction system effects the separation of the fibre 
from the rock-gangue. After the ‘‘concentration’’ of the 
fibre and its collection, it is cleaned of adhering dust and 
rock particles by rescreening—then finally, graded and 
bagged. 

This typical process is in principle practically the 
same to-day as in the early phases of the industry. The 
changes that have been made are essentially those of detail 
and mechanical improvement. This is perhaps more no- 
ticeably true in the milling processes than in the mining. 
The reason for this lies possibly in a heretofore lack of in- 
centive to experimentation, along with a natural following 
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of custom and a leaning to that which has already proved 
successful. 

The rock from the mine in the typical case, is dumped 
into a hopper or bin from which, by means of a mechanical 
feeder, the primary crusher is fed. This, in some former in- 
stances, consisted of gyratory machines which give a better 
sized product than the jaw type. The latter, however, due 
to its comparatively greater capacity (for it does not with- 
hold the product as does the gyratory) and the fact that a 
sive product is not essential, now finds greater vogue. From 
this coarse crusher the rock is conveyed or elevated to the 
dryer. The old dryers consisted of what is known as the 
indirect heat type,—i. e., those in which the heat was ap- 
plied to the outside of a retary shell and the gases or com- 
bustion did not come in contaet with the rock itself. It 
was thought that in this way any danger of the fibre be-

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coming ‘‘scorched’*’ (partially dehydrated) and thus 
made brittle, would be eliminated. To-day, however,—the 
far more efficient direct-heat type is almost altogether in 
use,—and in some cases a combination of the two principles 
is adopted thus getting a maximum amount of effective heat 
out of each pound of fuel. The dryer consists essentially 
of a brick fire-box, or combustion chamber at one end fol- 
lowed by a rotary shell 40 to 60 feet long and 4 to 8 feet in 
diameter,—which in turn is followed by a stack and dust 
chamber. The shell is slowly revolved on trunions,—is in- 
clined from the horizontal so as to facilitate the flow of the

rock thru it,—and may or may not contain baffles. The 
hot gases come in direct contact with the rock which is 
constantly being overturned in its passage thru the dryer. 
The flow of the rock ean be either in the same direction as 
that of the gases or countercurrent to it. Certain advan- 
tages are claimed for each system. One large operator uses 
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Manufacturers of

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Tapes and Cloths 
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a stationary, vertical tower-dryer of the Edison type. 
This is fitted with baffles onto which the rock drops as it 
passes down thru it,—the hot gases rising against the ore. 
No power is required except that utilized in elevating the 
rock to the top of the tower. 

The matter of proper drying is an extremely impor- 
tant one,—as the efficiency of the entire milling process de- 
pends upon how well this has been done. Too little drying 
hinders recovery,—too much injures the fibre. 

From the dryer discharge the rock is elevated usually 
by belt conveyor to the dry rock bins which hold the mill 
storage. The greater the storage facilities thruout the 
flow,—the greater is the resultant flexibility and continuity 
of operation. 

In the old practice the rock was drawn off from the bin 
into a rotary or ‘‘coffee-mill’’ type of intermediate crusher. 
Besides being limited in capacity this type of machine had 
a shearing and grinding acton which cut the fibre. <A see- 
ondary jaw crusher is now used, for the most part, at this 
point in the flow-sheet, tho the true gyratory crusher with 
its eccentric-squeezing action is finding more and more 
favor. Some practices begin taking off the longest fibre 
before the rock goes to the secondary crusher,—the feed 
being spread out over shaking screen-tables consisting of 
one, two, or three decks suitably covered. At the dis- 
charge ends of these a hood or ‘‘sucker’’ is suspended. 
This hood runs the width of the table and has an opening 
of about two inches. It is connected by piping to the col- 
lectors and the entire system is put under suction. For- 
merly, the fibre was made to pass directly thru the high- 
speed suction fans,—this resulting in a further tearing up 
of the asbestos. 

The secondary crusher may be in closed circuit with a 
rotary screen or trommel and everything which goes thru 
this trommel passes over a second screen table. Here a fur- 
ther separation of the fibre from the rock particles is ef- 
fected by the ‘‘suckers.’’ At the present time inclined im- 
pact and vibrating screens are being experimented with 
and give promise of raising the output per unit. 

The finer crushing is done in general by two classes of 
machines both of which have been evolved in the district, 
—the older ‘‘cyclone’’ and the recently more popular

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‘‘jumbo.’’ Rolls, which find such wide application in com- 
minuting for metallurgical processes have been tried with- 
out great success in the asbestos mill. The reason for this 
lies in the matting of the resultant discharge,—and the 
inefficiency of the machine on the more talcose rocks. As 
we have attempted to point out, the desired effect in reduc- 
ing the asbestos rock is rather one of breaking by straight 
impact. This disrupts the rock along lines of least resis-

tance,—i. e., along the lines wherein the asbestos has been 
deposited. The sharp blow disintegrates the rock, freeing 
the fibre at the same time ‘‘fluffing’’ it. With these ends 
in view the cyclone was first developed and still finds favor 
in treating the harder rock of the Thetford type deposit. 
The cyclone consists essentially of two cast-iron im- 
pellers weighing approximately 1000 Ibs., shaped like the 
propeller of a ship, and made to revolve at high speed 
(2000-2200 r. p. m.) in an enclosing chamber. This cham- 
ber is suitably lined so as to withstand the impact of the 
rock which is hurled against it. The impellers may be

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made to revolve in opposite directions as is the usual prac- 
tice with the harder rock, or in the same direction where a 
lesser effect is desired. It is claimed by many that the 
eyelone with the great amount of attrition produced in- 
jures the fibre, is wasteful of power, is of low capacity and 
necessitates frequent and costly repairs. 

These considerations led to the development of the 
jumbo. This machine,—better mechanically,—has for some 
time past been replacing the cyclone (especially in the 
mills treating the soft, taleose rock of the slip-fibre de- 
posits) and is a modification of the hammer-pulverizer used 
in metallurgical mills. A horizontal shaft is fitted with a 
series of arms, these in turn carrying ‘‘beaters.’’ The 
whole is caused to revolve at from 400 to 800 revolutions 
per minute (or possibly higher as the nature of the rock to 
be treated dictates), and is enclosed in a cylindrical casing 
lined with suitable plates. The rock is fed from above at 
one end, is passed thru the machine by a slight defleetion of 
the beater faces and drops out at the other end. The speed,

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limit of economical separation from the rock. All the fibre 
is sent to collectors, which are usually vertical cylinders 
terminated by a truncated cone which discharges at the 
lower end. From the collectors the fibre may again be 
sent over screens to separate from any particles of gangue 
and dust which have been sucked up along with it. After 
this cleaning it is passed thru the graders. These may con- 
sist of hexagonal or octagonal sereens slightly inclined 
from the horizontal and revolved at slow speed. The pro- 
ducts from the graders go to their respective bins and are 
bagged either by hand or mechanical deyice. 

The waste from the above processes in former times 
was sent to the dump in cars run out over a trestle-way.

Now, however, the tailings are ‘‘wasted’’ over a distribut- 

ing belt-conveyor. The dumps assume considerable heights 

and as the majority of the entire rock removed from the 

mine eventually finds its way there, they represent the ac- 

cumulation of a million tons or over in the case of the large 
producers.

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3 to 8% of the rock milled; of slip-fibre,—2 to 3% higher. 
A total average extraction for the Quebee district of 7% 
would not be far wrong. It must be pointed out in this 
connection that the problem of percent extraction is largely 
an indeterminate one. Not as in the ease of metallurgical 
operations are exact chemical determinations available. 
There is no method of accurately ‘‘analyzing’’ the mill-feed 
and the tails to check the results of the run. The matter 
to the present time has resolved itself in weighing the rock 
going to the mill and the production of fibre. It has been 
because of this fact that modifications of practice are more 
the dictates of individual taste than the results of exact 
comparative data. 

THe FuTure: 

We have attempted to show that the past methods of 
mining asbestos were the direct result of the geology of the 
deposits coupled with a lack of capital in the hands of 
small-individual owners. The more recent and present-day 
methods have sprung largely from the former. The mod- 
ern and future tendency will be based to a greater degree 
upon refinement of technique and will be influenced to a 
greater extent by considerations of climate, size of holdings 
and the other factors. 

With the impetus which the recent market conditions 
have given the industry it is safe to forecast that there 
will result marked changes in the treatment of asbestos 
rock. The uses and applications of the products are con- 
tinually becoming more extensive,—and already we see a 
reworking of dumps for the production of low grade ma- 
terial by ball-mills. More especial will be the changes in 
the milling end,—for the mining methods are dependent 
upon many extraneous factors which do not always permit 
of change. But perhaps some day, when further amal- 
gamation of interests is effected,—-operations can be laid 
out on an entirely different basis from the present state of 
competitive individual operators. Likewise, with the 
healthy condition of the industry, which has apparently 
come to stay, we may look for scientifically conducted ex- 
perimentation along new lines and under highly trained 
technical supervision. This may result in the adoptation 
of radically different principles from those of present-day 
usage. 
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MARKET CONDITIONS 


Raw Material 

Personal visit to Thetford and Montreal verifies all 
that we have been saying about mining, milling and storing 
of Asbestos. 

Several of the mines are not operating at all; one or 
two are on drastically reduced time; a few are working 
full time with greatly reduced force of men; and not one of 
the mines is making any real effort to produce, there being 
no market and warehouses at the mines being full. 

The leading mine operators have agreed to absorb the 
5% Royalty Tax on all sales and contracts where the price 
will permit, and, effective at once, bills for asbestos will be 
payable in Canadian funds. These concessions constitute 
a substantial reduction in cost of raw material but, as 
explained to the Editor, said concessions will not be ex- 
tended to holders of old, low priced contracts. 

Mine operators are now well financed and have de- 
cided that when present warehouse space is filled, produc- 
tion will cease entirely until demand resumes. 

85% Magnesia 

Under present general business conditions it is little 
short of astonishing to observe the volume of trade in 85% 
Magnesia. 

Not normal, to be sure, but highly gratifying when 
measured against the curve of general business. 

Prices have been cut to the quick and a quite noticeable 
realignment of trade is in process. One plant has entirely 
suspended production and others not well located are being 
driven from the large markets by reason of the extremely 
low prices quoted by certain producers. 

Asbestos Textiles 

No new business is being placed. Old contracts are 
still in foree and are of sufficient volume te care for all 
consumers demands.

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a suspension of activity until conditions improve. 

There having been no reduction in prices of raw as- 
bestos, many large buyers are grumbling at the textile pro- 
ducers because textile prices remain high. 

Until raw stocks can be purchased more cheaply there 
ean be no further reductions in finished goods. The mar- 
ket is ‘‘marking time.’’ 

Asbestos Paper and Millboard 

During the past few weeks a decidedly larger volume 
of business has appeared. Prices are as low as raw material 
costs permit and we expect the next move to be upward. 

The general building trades are so effectively tied up 
by strikes among employes, and by hizh money rates and 
high costs generally, that no permanently improved de- 
mand for board and paper may be expected until building 
resumes. 

All over the country we see workers at odds with em- 
ployers over wages, hours, and other conditions. We need 
a Moses to lead us out of this wilderness. 


Asbestos Shingles 

If the Asbestos Shingle business depended entirely on 
the activity of the building trades, it would at this time 
be dull indeed. 

A saving factor in the roofing business, however, is the 
reroofing work. Many houses, barns and other buildings 
now covered with wood or tin, need reroofing badly. Per- 
haps on account of the war, the work has been postponed 
longer than it should have been. 

At any rate the asbestos shingle manufacturers are 
finding quite a sizable market for their product in this 
field, and one of them has prepared and launched a rather 
extensive and very attractive advertising campaign de- 
signed to emphasize the need for reroofing. And they are 
advocating the application of new Asbestos Shingle roofs 
over old worn-out wood or tin ones, so saving expense, dirt 
and time. 

Such a campaign should show results in the sales of all 
manufacturers. 
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Charles Francis Sloane 
A Biography 
By Mrs. CHarues F. SLOANE 

Charles Francis Sloane, was born in Boston, Mas- 
sachusetts, July 11th, 1860, and received his primary and 
elementary education in that city. While in the early 
twenties he went West and settled in Los Angeles. 

Always a pioneer, he took an active part in the early 
development of the Pacific Coast, and in 1900 was instru- 
mental in seeuring the contract from the Mexican Na- 
tional Government for the installation of all underground 
electric cables end wires in the City of Mexico. 

The San Francisco fire of 1906 disorganized his bus- 
iness to a great extent, and, being a man of bro.id vision 
and farseeing possibilities, he undertook to float a loan in 
Europe for one of the large irrigation projects in Colorado, 
which he was instrumental in promoting. While in France, 
Mr. Sloane interested some of the large banks in thit coun- 
try and in 1912 was suecessful in disposing of the irriga- 
tion project bonds to them at a figure close to the half mil- 
lion mark. Mr. Sloane returned to Arizona in 1913 and 
began active work on the details entailed in the large pro- 
ject. About this time, however, the European War was 
brewing, with the result that all French money was with- 
held from foreign loans, and the project was abandoned. 

While abroad, Mr. Sloane learned of the probability of 
European exports being cut off by the war, and in studying 
the situation concluded that asbestos consumers would be 
seriously handicapped. About this time he learned that 
high grade asbestos fields in Arizona had possibilities. 

A small amount of development work was started on 
the Snell and Fish properties in Ash Creek, Gila County, 
Arizona, and samples were submitted to eastern consumers, 
but because the color of the fibre was different from that 
which the trade was accustomed to use, it was not accepted 
until Mr. Sloane had painstakingly presented the situation 
to the eastern mills. Without Mr. Sloane's financial con- 
nections in the east, it is doubtful whether this important 
field would have been developed in time to have been the 
great assistance that it was during the late war.

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Why a Tariff? 


Last month we referred briefly to an article appearing 
in the India Rubber Journal of May 21st, in which, under 
the head ‘‘Exports or Branch Factories,’’ Mr. J. Alfred 
Fisher, Chairman of the Board of Bell’s United Asbestos 
Company, Limited, London, England, severely criticised 
the suggested tariff schedule on Asbestos goods now under 
consideration by the United States Congress. 

Mr. Fisher intimated that the imposition of high im- 
port duties by the United States would probably result in 
English Manufacturers establishing plants in the United 
States. 

Since the India Rubber Journal is printed in England, 
we were not particularly surprised at its point of view. 
When, however, the Canadian Mining Journal, of issue 
May 27th, reprints the India Rubber Journal article, and 
then goes further to say editorially that Canada would wel- 
come the establishment of English owned plants in Can- 
ada, and that Canada should oppose the establishment of 
English owned plants in the United States, then we are not 
only surprised, but utterly confounded. 

The Canadian Mining Journal is looked upon as a de- 
pendable authority concerning Canadian Mining matters, 
henee it is the more difficult to understand how its editors 
could have overlooked the real point in this whole situation. 

The principal producing Asbestos area in the world is 
in the Province of Quebec; the major part of the Asbestos 
producing properties is owned by Canadians.  Eighty- 
five to ninety per cent of Canada’s production is shipped to 
United States manufacturers. Does the Canadian Mining 
Journal realize that English manufacturers, even in pre- 
war times, took a relatively small percentage of the Can- 
adian output and that, during and since the war, that per- 
centage has been steadily decreasing, owing to the fact that 
several of the leading English manufacturers have pur- 
chased and are operating large Asbestos producing prop- 
erties in Rhodesia and South Africa ? 

We can think of nothing more inimical to the interests 
of Canadian producers of raw Asbestos than the encourage- 
ment of low tariffs on imports of Asbestos manufactures 
into the United States, because it is a well known and 
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readily understood fact that most of the merchandise which 
would be offered by European manufacturers would be 
made from raw Asbestos obtained from sources other than 
Canada. 

To be sure the rates which have been asked of Con- 
gress will discourage the imports of manufactured goods; 
but from the point of view of the American manufacturer, 
the American financier, or the Canadian produeer, all the 
evidence at hand indicates a necessity for adequate tariff 
protection. 

Under the title ‘‘ Wages in the United States and For- 
eign Countries,’ a 103 page book has been issued by the 
U. S. Government Printing Office, and prepared for the 
use of the Committee on Ways and Means of the House of 
Representatives. In this most carefully prepared survey of 
the subject appea’ some very interesting comparisons of 
wage rates paid in different countries to different classes of 
workers. For instance, weavers in the United States re- 
ceive $39.00 per week, in Germany, $4.55, Japan $6.00, 
England $17.70, Belgium $9.63. The same ratio maintains 
thruout other classes of labor. Just how the American 
Manufacturer is to remain in business and meet in competi- 
tion merchandise manufactured by labor securing any- 
where from fifty down to about 10% as much as is paid in 
the United States is rather hard to understand. 

Added to this great labor advantage, the European 
Manufacturer has ¢>tained control of the second largest 
raw Asbestos deposits, (in Rhodesia and South Africa) and 
since the raw Asbestos in these fields is produced by kaffir 
labor, working at an average wage of 25c¢ a day, just how 
the Canadian producer of raw Asbestos, paying an average 
daily wage of $4.00, is to meet this competition is not clear. 

It is obvious that English manufacturers would utilize 
in American or Canadian plants controlled by them, As- 
bestos from their own mines. Their own mines are not in 
Canada, hence the establishment of English operated plants 
in either the United States or Canada clearly means that 
these plants would consume as little Canadian raw Asbes- 
tos as would be absolutely necessary. 

We would be interested to know whether the Canadian 
Mining Journal in writing its editorial, discussed with any 
Canadan producer of Asbestos the question at issue, and

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particularly the probable effect upon the Canadian Asbes- 
tos business in case finished Asbestos merchandise from 
European plants is admitted to the United States on the 
present ruling scale of duty. 

Then, too, in considering this question of tariff it is 
most interesting to study the attitude of our international 
competitors toward it. 

Canada has a protective tariff much higher than ours, 
and it ean, under the law, be increased at will by a so-called 
Order in Council. 

England has a tariff which runs as high as 66 per cent. 

Austria maintains a wall of protection eighty times 
higher than her pre-war schedule. 

Chile has just put up heavy barriers to protect her 
agricultural interests. 

The nations of the world are not operating on an al- 
truistic basis and it cannot logically be expected that they 
will so operate. 

Just why America is supposed to play a lone hand in 
this game of blind man’s buff is not clear. 


Conditions in Various Markets 
Wire 

The Standard Underground Cable Company of Phila- 
delphia, in commenting upon the situation in the market 
for fine brass end copper wires, says: 

‘All the metals are moving slowly, demand being 
small. Both copper and zine have receded somewhat in 
price during the last month. Copper producers are holding 
firm, but there is still some pressure to sell, by second hands, 
especially for spot and nearby delivery. It must not be 
overlooked, however, that the shutdown of most of the large 
copper mines is resulting in a gradual reduetion of sur- 
plus supply of the red metal.” 

Bands 

The Ritter Can & Specialty Company of Philadelphia, 
advise that the market situation in the tin plate market is 
practically the same as reported last month. The market is 
still unsettled, altho either a drop in price or stabilization 
is expected early in July.

“Forbes” says editorially that altho commodity prices have 
fallen considerably, they are still 50% above the 1914 level and 
will naturally go lower. I wonder what he thinks of wages. 
Some important building trades are having great difficulty in 
even getting a wage reduction started. 

In Cleveland the employers, the union and the public were 
each represented by a committee of seven, constituting an Arbi- 
tration Board whose decision on wage rates for each of the 
building trades was to be final. Rates were fixed varying from a 
maximum of $1.04 per hour to a minimum of 57%c for common 
labor—effective June 6th. The average reduction is 17% below 
last year’s rates. The brick-layers protested and went on strike 
at the $1.04 per hour awarded, but have since gone to work. It 
is interesting to note that the entire labor representation on the 
Arbitration Board voted negatively on the schedule of wages 
adopted. Ninety-three cents per hour was the award to pipe- 
coverers. 

It is unofficially stated that building trades in New York 
will go along on 1920 rates without signed agreements for 1921. 
Pipe-coverers are being paid $1.12%. 

Pipe-covering Employers in Chicago offered the men $1.00 
per hour after May Ist, but this rate was refused. Trade condi- 
tions are at a stand still. An arbitration committee composed of 
the president of the building trades unions, the secretary of the 
Building Construction Employers Association and an umpire 
chosen by these two representatives has been arranged to fix 
final schedule of rates. The umpire, however, at this writing has 
not been selected. 

The Pittsburgh Local has been on strike since June 1st, and 
the pipe-covering employers have declared for open shop. Bus- 
iness is reported quiet and best mechanics are being paid 90c. 
Other mechanics are graded according to ability. Enough labor 
is available to take care of contracts. 

Boston is operating on an open shop basis and the majority 
of the union workers are back at work at 90c. Some non-union 
men are working. 

An agreement covering the year 1921 is in vogue at Min- 
neapolis at the 90c rate. 

Philadelphia’s offer to the union of 80c¢ an hour remains 
unaccepted and the shops are carrying on without an agreement 
at this rate. 

Judge Elbert H. Gary commenting on labor unions says, 
“Whatever may have been the conditions of employment in the 
long past, and whatever may have been the results of unionism, 
concerning which there is at least much uncertainty, there is at 
present, in the opinion of a large number of employes and em- 
ployers, no necessity for labor unions; and no benefit nor ad- 
vantage brought thru them will accrue to anyone, except the 
union labor leaders.” 
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EDITORIALS 


A Splendid Suggestion 

In a recent issue of AsBesTos, we said ‘‘If every man in 
the Asbestos business would go out and dig for business, 
promote new uses and really hustle, things would be differ- 
ent in ten days.”’ 

Mr. B. I. Lovenheim, a reader, and a salesman of As- 
bestos goods, points the way to manufacturers of Asbestos 
Brake Linings and the basie yarns and cloths from which 
such brake linings are made, by suggesting ‘‘If every 
manufacturer of standard Asbestos Brake Lining would 
go out, either individually or collectively, and tell the pub- 
lic about the dangers of running cars and trucks with de- 
fective or insufficient brake lining, things would be 500% 
better in ten days.”’ 

Unquestionably, ‘the individual manufacturers of 
Brake Linings in this country are spending hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in telling the publie to insist on this, 
that or the other brand of Brake Lining, but when has any 
manufacturer devoted magazine or circular space toward 
educating the public to use Brake Linings of proper qual- 
ity, size and frequency. 

Garage men in New York State are agreed that about 
85% of motor vehicles running in crowded streets and in 
the country, are badly in need of attention to brakes. The 
motorist neglects it because it doesn’t interfere much with 
the running of his car, and since the traffic policeman has 
nothing to say about brake lining until the collision has 
occurred, nearly all of us let it ride and lock the door after 
the horse is stolen. 

Nearly every report of an automobile accident con- 
tains a sentence which reads in some such fashion as ‘‘The 
brakes failed to work,’’ while in 99 cases out of a hundred, 
the brakes were all right but the brake lining was so worn 
and dried out that when the brakes were applied the lining 
failed to function. 

We wonder why the manufacturers of Brake Linings 
and the raw materials entering into them, do not engage in 
a co-operative effort to educate the motoring publie up to 
the use of good, adequate brake lining. 
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Prices 

We are beginning to hear complaints from many 
sources to the effect that prices in practically all lines of in- 
dustry have dropped materially, except Asbestos. 

The manufacturers of Asbestos goods have made quite 
considerable concessions in price, and now the Mine Opera- 
tors have, thru the absorption of the 5¢¢ Royalty Tax, and 
the acceptance of payment in Canadian funds, made a price 
reduction of approximately 15“. 

It is perfectly true that when there is no demand you 
can't give Asbestos goods away. For all that, the pro- 
ducers of raw Asbestos should look carefully to their costs 
and selling prices and gradually, and logically reduce 
prices on raw materials. 

Shoddy Merchandise 

We notice a great tendency in the Brake Lining In- 
dustry to demand of the Asbestos Textile Manufacturer, a 
yarn made to a price which necessitates the use of much cot- 
ton and very short Asbestos fibre. 

The brake lining manufacturer argues that the ‘‘dope”’ 
or treatment which he gives the material will hold this 
cotton and short fibre together and make a satisfactory 
brake lining. 

The manufacturers of automobile cord tires could have 
cord made of cotton linters, but with very few exceptions 
the cord tires offered in the market are made only of the 
very best Sea Island Cotton, it being well recognized that 
no treatment of a cord or yarn made of short, inferior 
fibres, will render it satisfactory in service. 

It is equally true that no known treatment will make 
a good brake lining out of a tape or cloth which has been 
manufactured from very short fibres and an excess of cot- 
ton. 

We have all experienced the annoyance made by the 
automobile driver whose brakes burn, smoke, and smell to 
high heaven. 

We see in this tendency, which is due entirely to a 
lack of standards in the Industry, a menace not only to the 
Asbestos business, but to the public at large, said public 
having foisted upon it quite a considerable amount of so- 
called brake lining, the best description of which could be 
given in the one word ‘‘rotten.”’

The whole responsibility for the suppression of this 
bad practice rests primarily with the Asbestos Textile 
Manufacturer, who, in the interests of the industry, and 
the public, should refuse absolutely to manufacture and 
deliver any but an efficient yarn, tape or cloth, and who 
should make it his business to see to it that nobody else 
turns out shoddy stuff. 

Closely following the responsibility of the Textile 
Manufacturer is that of the manufacturer of Brake Lining 
whose motivating precept should be, not the wish of the 
automobile manufacturer and not the interest of his own 
pocketbook, but the welfare and safety of the public at 
large. 

Standards 

We can understand why it is difficult and sometimes 
impossible to have competing interests in an Industry adopt 
uniform standards of quality. As a rule the chief reason 
for such lack of co-operation is found to be suspicion, mis- 
trust and other purely personal handicaps. 

Several years ago the United States Government, in a 
sincere desire to safeguard its property and personnel from 
serious injury, which follows invariably upon the use of in- 
ferior steam packing, gaskets, ete., consulted the Asbestos 
Textile manufacturers of the country and adopted a speci- 
fication providing that all high pressure packings employed 
in Navy use should contain not less than 90% long fib- 
ered Asbestos in the basic cloth from which the packings 
were made. 

There has been no reported ease of failure of high pres- 
sure packings since this specification was adopted, no prop- 
erty damage, no lives lost, no men maimed. 

According to the Navy, however, representations have 
recently been made by some person or persons to the effect 
that the present specification requirements are too severe 
and cause an unnecessarily high price to be paid by the 
Navy for Packings. 

We have discussed this matter with practically every 
manufacturer of Textiles in the United States, and gather 
from their vears of experience that packings made under a 
less rigorous specification than the current one have, in past 
years, caused the shipping men much trouble, loss, and 
injury to men. 
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The High Cost of aie, 


~ has Charred and Sagged and Failed 


Ask a man “How does a pipe-covering fail?” and 
usually he has to take a little time to answer. As long 
as a covering looks all right from the outside, the na- 
tural thing is to assume that it is doing its work well. 

As a matter of fact, though, some pipe coverings con- 
tain from 20 to 22 per cent. of inflammable material. 
Under high temperatures, this results in a charring of 
the inner zone of the covering. Bulk having been re- 
duced, the weight of the coverings causes a sagging on 
the lower side. This creates air currents which escape 
at the joints. 

Shove a thin metal rule up through the joints of some 
of your pipe coverings from the under side and see 
whether or not this sagging has taken place. If so, 
your coverings may look snug but they are robbing you 
daily.

It is to be hoped that the United States Navy and all 
other users of high pressure packings, especially aboard 
ship, will not permit a trifling difference in first cost to 
break down standards which have proven eminently satis- 
factory. 


Crudes Vs. Fibres 


One of our readers writes to inquire of us just what 
difference exists between Crudes and Fibres. 

This point, we believe, has been covered, in a rather 
general way, in previous issues, but repetition giving the in- 
formation in a concise way, will probably be appreciated 
by many of our readers. 

By Crude Asbestos is meant all Asbestos of whatever 
length which is not passed thru the milling operations at 
the Mines. In other words, this Crude Asbestos is just as 
it comes from the veins, with the small adhering particles 
of serpentine rock removed by mallets. 

The word fibre is applied to all Asbestos, of whatever 
length, which is obtained by the milling process. It should 
be understood that in addition to veins of solid Asbestos, 
much of the serpentine rock contains scattered fibres, and it 
is from this latter that Asbestos fibres are obtained. 

The serpentine rock is crushed in tremendously power- 
ful crushers, nearly pulverized by passing thru a system of 
rollers, and the Asbestos Fibres removed by one or another 
of several processes. (The article by W. A. RuKeyser, ap- 
pearing in this issue under the title ‘‘ Methods of Milling’’ 
will give details concerning these processes.) These fibres 
are graded as to length.

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The Iron Content of Asbestos 


By E. Scuaar-REGELMAN 


The United States Geological Survey has published an 
advance chapter ‘‘ Asbestos in 1919,’’ from the annual vol- 
ume ‘‘ Mineral Resources of the United States,’’ which con- 
tains some very interesting information in regard to the 
chemical analysis of Arizona Chrysotile Asbestos. It is 
pointed out therein that the iron content of Arizona Asbes- 
tos varies between .51 and .88%%, while the iron content of 
the best Canadian Asbestos is said to be at least 2.5%. 

The iron content of Canadian Asbestos, according to 
such authorities as Dr. Milton Hersey, or Dr. J. T. Donald, 
of Montreal, varies, as we learn from the publication 
“Chrysotile Asbestos’’ by Fritz Cirkel and published by 
the Department of Mines in Canada, mostly between 214 
and 34 per cent. The difference between the iron contents 
of Canadian and Arizona Asbestos is, therefore, roughly 
speaking, about 2% or a trifle over, which, in itself, is 
rather insignificant, especially since this iron is chemically 
bound and ean, therefore, scarcely have much influence 
upon the electrical insulating properties of the asbestos 
fabrics. 

Ilowever, when chemists make an analysis of Asbestos, 
they take, of course, only pure Asbestos, but the commer- 
cial article is by no means pure. It contains a varying per- 
centage of gangue which contains a large percentage of 
crystalline chrome iron ore disseminated thruout the rock, 
and it frequently happens that entire layers, tho very thin, 
of this chromic iron ore are deposited between the serpen- 
tine and the Asbestos veins. 

When cobbing the Asbestos, these thin layers of 
chromic iron ore almost invariably adhere to the Asbestos 
and, moreover the veins of Canadian Asbestos show very 
often one or more breaks in the fibre, which are caused by 
thin layers of chromic iron running more or less parallel 
to the edges of the veins. 

Canadian Crude Asbestos, when shipped to the trade, 
therefore, contains very appreciable quantities of chromic 
iron ore in the free state, i. e., not chemically bound, and it 
is the presence of this free iron intermixed with the asbes- 
tos fibres, which is so detrimentai in asbestos fabries used 
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for electrical purposes, it being quite impossible to me- 
chanically separate the delicate asbestos fibres from the 
small particles of free chromic iron ore, which are so abun- 
dant in the Canadian Crude Asbestos. 

In Arizona, however, the matrix in which the Asbestos 
occurs, is partly serpentine and partly limestone, and no 
iron ore particles of any kind have ever been found in it. 
It is, therefore, not the slight difference in chemically 
bound iron, but the total absence of free iron in the Ari- 
zona Asbestos, which makes it so highly valuable for elee- 
trical insulation purposes.

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Comments on European Asbestos Markets 


We are indebted to B. Mareuse, President of the As- 
bestos & Mineral Corporation, who has just returned from 
an extensive trip thru Europe, for considerable informa- 
tion concerning the conditions in the Asbestos Industry 
thruout Europe: 

In England, business is at a standstill on account of 
the coal strike. 

The factories in Belgium are fairly busy, with the ex- 
ception of the shingle plants. 

Holland is not a large consumer, and is merely look- 
ing after its demands for home consumption without both- 
ering about export trade. 

The French are working, but only about 50% capacity. 
They expect lower prices and are therefore not buying 
goods of any kind. 

Switzerland, which formerly had one spinning plant, 
is doing little or nothing on account of high labor costs. 

Germany is prohibiting the importation of manufae- 
tured goods, and the German factories are practically all 
running at full time, supplying the demand for their own 
consumption. 

Austria is also running at about capacity and is a 
fairly good buyer. 

Ninety per cent of the Asbestos Trade in Hungary is 
devoted to shingles, and business is at a standstill. 

The one or two small shingle plants in Jugo-Slovakia 
are working about half time, and two or three plants lo- 
eated in Czecho-Slovakia are running on practically full 
time but cannot export owing to difficulties with Austria 
and Germany, which countries prohibit the materials from 
passing thru those countries. 

The few factories in Italy are working about 60% 
capacity, but on account of the labor conditions and Bol- 
shevism existing operate under difficulties. 

The Government of Russia claims it has from four to 
five thousand tons of Asbestos, various grades, available, 
but ean give no information as to where the material is or 
when it can be moved. If this material does come on the 
market, it will be readily consumed by the European coun- 
tries.

Asbestos Cloth Packing Fabric, in burlapped bales or 
rolls, or in boxes, carloads, minimum weight 30,000 pounds, 
Official, Southern and Western, 4th Class. 

Asbestos Cloth, N. O. I. B. N., in boxes or in burlapped 
rolls, Official, Southern, Western, Ist Class. 

Hearings will be held in Chicago, at 4.05 p. m., July 
25th, at 1830 Transportation Building; in New York on 
July 18th, at Room 408, 143 Liberty St., and at Atlanta, 
Ga., on July 13th, at Hotel Ansley. Hearings at New 
York are by appointment, application for assignment to be 
made to F. W. Smith, Chairman of the Official Classifica- 
tion Committee; in Atlanta, hearings will be had in docket 
order. 

It is to be hoped that these reductions in the ratings 
will be approved by the Consolidated Classification Com- 
mittee, as undoubtedly the commodity deserves a lower 
classification than at present.

Carefully prepared statistics indicate cost of living has 
declined from April 1920 to April 1921 as follows:

The same authority classifies the living costs as fol- 
lows, 1007 representing total expenditures of the average 
family: 


Food 43.1% Fuel and Light 5.8% 
Shelter 17.7% Sundries 20.2% 
Clothing 13.2% 


The argument heard on all sides, coming from em- 
ployes, is that while food costs are down, rents have not 
fallen and, therefore, wages should not be reduced. 

Declines in prices for food have been great enough, 
however, to offset the relatively high rent costs, hence em- 
ployers, most of whom have cut their prices to the bone, 
are firmly insisting that employes take a just share of li- 
quidation. 
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The Superheater Co., 17 E. 42nd St., has published bulletin 
No. T-7 which contains eight pages of illustrations and descrip- 
tions of Superheaters for stationary power plants. 


Total losses by fire for week ending May 28th were $6,210,- 
287.50. No wonder fireproof construction is increasing in pop- 
ularity. 


The long deferred conference of traffic executives of the 
Eastern, Western and Southern territories was held in Wash- 
ington, vune 2. The Eastern traffic territory was represented by 
George Ingalls, the Western territory by L. J. Spence and the 
Southern territory by Lincoln Green. They listened to the re- 
quest of shippers of road and building materials for a general 
horizontal reduction in freight rates covering those commodities. 
The traffic executives made no declaration as to their conclusions, 
but promised to give the matter immediate and exhaustive con- 
sideration. It was the contention of the shippers that the pres- 
ent freight rates have reduced the volume of business to the 
point where the returns to the railroads are much less than 
would be the case if lower rates were allowed and a larger vol- 
ume of business handled. 


The Ford Motor Company announces that in future em- 
ployees will receive bonus payments semi-monthly instead of 
annually. Bonus payments for 1920 totalled approximately 
$7,000,000. 


According to Dodge Reports, the total building contracts for 
May were nine and a half per cent greater than for April. Build- 
ing activity at the end of May 1921 was 11% ahead of the average 
for the first five months of the preceding five years. 


Best available statistics estimate that demand for bituminous 
coal to such an extent as to boost prices is impossible before 
July 1922, and all established precedents shall have been broken 
if it occurs before July 1923. Due allowance has been made in 
this consideration for foreign requirements. 


The Government Printing Office has published a report of the 
War Industries Board entitled “American Industry in the War,” 
‘by Bernard M. Baruch, Chairman of the Board.
